Jadge Turner Was Misquoted. 

This morning, on the arrival of The Con- 
‘gitution of March 27th, the editorial enti- 
fed, “Would Be a Bad Bargain,’” was 
shown to the Hon. H. G. Lurner, by The 
‘Constitution correspondent. This editorial 
qatained the following paragraph: 

“Congressman Turner, of Georgia, is rep- 
resented by The New York World as saying 
that he told Mr. Cleveland it would be bet- 
ter to sign that seigniorage bill and end the 
agitation of the silver question than to 
yeto and thereby give an incentive to the 
mopening of the free coinage fight.”’ 

The editorial then says: “‘We believe Judge 
Turner has been misrepresented.” 

Mr. Turner was asked if he was correctly 
qoted in the matter by The World corre- 
spondeht. 

He replied, “I will state the interview as I 
remember it. Il was asked by the corre- 
spondent of The World, if I, among others 
had called on the president in relation to 
we seigniorage bill.

Introduced in the Sennte by Mr. Stevw- 
art, of Nevada. 
Washington, March 28.—During the morn- 
ing hours and after the presentation of 
many executive communications, a bill to 
provide for the free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver was introduced by Mr. Stew- 
art and laid on the table for the present.

CUNTESTED ELECTION CASES 


Took Up the Time of the House of 
Representatives. 

Washington, March -28.—The house took 
up by unanimous consent and passed sev- 
eral private pension bills; also the bill 
reported from the judiciary committee with 
an unanimously favorable vote authorizing 
the preper officials of the government to 
accept the bonds of approved security and 
fuaranty companies in cases where bonds 
are required to be given to the United 
States. 

Mr. Outhwaite reported from the commit- 
tee on rules an order for the immediate 
consideratin upon its adoption of the pend- 
ing election case of O’Neill-Joy from the 
eleventh district of Missouri, and that 
of English vs. Hilborn from the third dis- 
trict of. California, a vote to be taken 
after two hours’ débate on each, equally 
Givided betveen the parties. 

Lpon orierng tne previous question 
upon the orier, the house divided—ayes 164; 
nays, 0. Mr Reed made the point of no 
quorum anc the ayes and nays were or- 
dered. 

The previcus question was ordered by the 
vote of jut a quorum—173—including the 
speaker. Mr. Kilgore, of Texas, voted no, 
being opposed on principle to the adoption 
of such meésures. 

The house voted ayes, 109; nays, 0, to pass 
the order. 

Mr. Reed made the point of no quorum 
and the ayes and nays were ordered. The 
vote on the resolution was announced 
ayes, 172; nays, 7, just a quorum, including 
the vote of the speaker. The negative vote 
was made of Messrs. Daniels, of New York; 
Hermann, of Oregon, and McCleary, of 
Minnesota, republicans, and Messrs. Grif- 
tin, of Michigan; Hutcheson, of Texas, Kil- 
gore, of Texas, and Warner, of New York, 
den.ocrats. The populists voted with the 
democrats on all the motions.in the case.

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AUDITOR BRAWLEY RESIGNS. 


He and Secretary Carlisle Had a 
Quarrel. 

Washington, March 2.—This oflicial an- 
nouncement was made at the treasury this 
afternoon: Mr. J. B. Brawley, sixth au- 
ditor of the treasury department, today 
tendered his resignation to the president 
to take effect upon the appointment and 
qualification of his successor. Mr. Braw- 
ley is a citizen of Meadville, Pa., is a 
lawyer by profession and was appointed 
auditor April 19, 1893. The position pays 
$3,600 per annum. No action as yet has 
been taken on his resignation, and it is 
not known when it will be accepted. 

This is the first prominent official ap- 
pointed by the present administration who 
bas resigned. His resignation is under- 
stood to have been forced. For some time 
past the relations of the sixth auditor and 
Secretary Carlisle Have not been pleasant, 
and six week5 ago there was quite a scene 
in Secretary Carlisie’s room between the 
sixth auditor and the secretary. Secretary 
Carlisie has not been impressed with Mr. 
Brawley’s executive capacity; the work of 
the sixth auditor’s office is far behind; the 
methods employed were noc business-like, 
and Postmaster General Bissell, Secretary 
Carlisle ani the president six weeks ago 
came to the conclusion that a change was 
necessary in the office. Mr. Brawley called 
at the treasury department yesterday and 
formally tendered his resignation. ‘lhe 
sixth auditor’s office audits all the aecounts 
of the postoffice department. It is the larg- 
est auditor’s office in the treasury and is as 
large as the entire agricultural depart- 


ment.

Washinigton March 28.—(Special:)—Mrs.

In the audience 
which assembled were the wives and 
daughters of senators and members of the 
house and other ladies prominent in the 
social world.

Suddenly Mrs. Kleppisch got up and said: 

“IT have some pictures—the best in my 
collection—which Mrs. Mattingly objects 
to. She says they are immoral. I know 
you have paid me .o show them, and I 
propose to do so. Now I want all who 
wish to see those pictures to stand up.” 

All Jumped Up. 

With a rush most of the ladies jumped 
to their feet. ‘‘Yes, yes, give us. those 
pictures, they clamored. 

Mrs. Mattingly, with her pupils, withdrew 
and the lecture was about to proceed, but 
Mrs. Mattingly reappeared and demanded 
that the exhibition cease. She carried her 
point and the gathering dispersed, talking 
excitedly.

Miss Bessie Kirkland Who Is to Marry 
Howard Gould. 

New York, March 28.—The marriage en- 
gagement of Howard Gould to Miss Bessie 
Kirkland, known on the stage as Miss 
Odelle Tyler, is officially announced. Mr. 
Gould in an interview today said that after 
his marriage his wife would retire from 
the stage. 

“IT met Miss Tyler two years ago in the 
west.

THE HOME MARKET CLUB 


Is Interested in the Discussion Be- 
tween Hoar, Jones and Kolb. 
Boston, Mass., March 28.—(Special.)—In 
the controversy which has sprung up be- 
tween Senator Hoar, of this state, and Gov- 
ernor Jones, of Alabama, considerable dis- 

cussion has been aroused. 

Especially is this true of the visitors to 
the rooms of the Home Market Club, where 
Secretary Albert Clarke is kept busy an- 
swering the questions of those who pride 
themselves as being true sons of the Pil- 
grim fathers. 

Meesrs. John Sheppard and John Shaw, 
who are charged with the duty of raising 
the $50,000 called for to add interest to the 
state election of Alabama, heve already, 
so it is stated, received a substantial an- 
swer to their appeal. At first there was 
not much disposition among the people to 
respond, but the implied challenge laid 
down to Senator Hoar by Governor Jones’s 
letter sharpened the interest and now the 
fund is likely to become a reality. 

Several democrats, discussing the situa- 
tion, were loud in their p-aises of the grit 
of Governor Jones. They were glad that 
he administered such a stinging rebuke 
to the pharisaical Hoar, who regards him- 
self as the conscience-keeper of the union. 

A group of republican politicians was 
gathered in the rooms of the Home Mar- 
ket Club this afternoon, discussing the re- 
ply of Captain Kolb to Governor Jones. 
Secretary Clarke had just finished reading 
the letter as printed, when a leading mem- 
ber of the club said: 

“This criticism of raising money for the 
legitimate expenses of a campaign is all 
unnecessary. There never yet has been a 
question before the pople the advocates of 
which have not given money for the pur- 
pose of disseminating its arguments. The 
Tariff Reform Club, of which President 
Cleveland’s close friends are most all mem- 
bers, has contributed money regularly to 
influence elections in every state in the 
union, including Alabama, and I am not 
sure but that some of this cash might be 
traced into the pockets of some super-sensi- 
tive editors in that state today.”’ 

““"There are several ways of getting hold 
of money during an election,” said another. 
“Common report has it that early tm! 1392 
The Montgomery Advertiser, which is now 
so denunciatory of using money in elec- 
tions, underwent an interesting fiscal opera

tion. Thirty thousand dollars, or there- 
abouts, in bonds were issued. These bonds 
were taken to New York and placed in 
certain hands, of which the anti-snapper 
leaders are not entirely ignorant, for which 
The Advertiser people received money. On 
the face of it, it was the purchase of an 
paper, but as a matter of 
fact it was an accommodation, which was 
to cover the period during which the man- 
agoment would prove agreeable. It illus- 
trates the saying that there are more ways 
of killing a dog than choking him to death 
with butter. When The Montgomery Ad- 
vertiser redeems these bonds and returns 
to the policy on all questions advocated by 
it previous to 1892, it will be time enough 
for it to begin barking up a. tree about 
consistency in politics and the corrupt use 
of money in elections.” 

COXEY’S CROWD. 


The General Is in Chicago, but the 
Army Is Still Marching On. 
Chicago, March 28.—General Coxey, of the 
commonweal army, arrived here- today to 
attend a horse auction, at which he had a 
pair of horses entered to be sold. His 
horses, however, had been sold yesterday 
at prices much below Coxey’s hopes. He 
will rejoin his army at Salem, O., tonight. 
He was well interviewed while here. Irom 
his utterances he did not appear favorably 
impressed with the work of the correspon- 
dents accompanying the army and com- 
plained of efforts to create the impression 

that it was a burlesque. 

Alliance, O., March 28.—Coxey’s army 
evacuated Camp Bunker Hill early this 
morning and marched, on foot and by 
freight train, toward Camp Diggs, 
Salem. The astrologer claims a strength of 
500, but Browne and Smith, who are con- 
servative, put ™% lowér.

Frye’s Army Starving. 

New Orleans, Marer 28.—A Times-Demo- 
crat’s San Antonio, Tex., special says: ‘‘The 
Southern Pactfic officials here today re- 
ceived news of a startling nature from the 
agent at Sierra Blanca, where the united 
industrial army, commanded by General 
rye, is camped. This news is to the effect 
that at least 400 of tne members of the 
army are in a starving condition and that 
they are so weak for lack of food that 
they are unable to walk and some of them 
cannot even stand up on their feet, having 
gone without a bite of fog@i for three days. 
There is a large number of mere boys in 
the army, and these are the greatest suf- 
ferers. There is absolutely nothing but a 
desert of sand and cacti for many miles 
airound Sierra Blanca and the army has 
no means of obtaining food supplies of any 
Kind. Their suffering is so intense that 
open threats were made by fhe men today 
that they woulda commence «committing 
depredations upon the railroad company’s 
trains and property if they were not hauled 
out of the place within the next few hours. 
These threats have caused great uneasiness 
ainong the railroad officials and negotiations 
were closed : 
of Ei Paso for the removal of the army 
to San Antonio on a°special train, which 
will leave Sierra Blanca tonight. . The rail- 
road company is paid by the people of El 
Paso for hauling the mén to this city. A 
hundred méemb¢=sSof the afmy ieft Sierra 
Blanca last night via the Texas and Pacific 
for St. Louis via Texarkana and the Iron 
Mountain railroad. There is still 500 men to 
come to San Antonio. 

General Frye has again joined his army, 
arriving at Sierra. Blanca las. night. He 
is doing his utmost to prevent the men 
from committing depredations and will ke- 
company them to San Antonio. The police 
authoritiégs here state that if the arfhy 
comes here as paid passengers they will 
have no authority to corral the men ad 
make them continué 6h their way east. 

On a Special Train. 

A dispatch was received heré tonight 
from Sierra Blanca describing the condition 
of th@® industrial army, which left that 
place tonight at 9:30 o’clock on a special 
train, provided by the people of El Paso, 
for San Antonio. This dispatch states that 
when the army arrived: at sSierra Blanca 
some of the men were so faint from hunger 
and exposure that they dropped in their 
tracks and were picked up and carried to 
camp by the:r comrades. A beef and 400 
pounds of flour were at once purchased by 
the citizens of Sierra Blanca, which made 
one good Gieal. -The men were so famished 
that their stomachs would not retain the 
food. 

Yesterday morning another beef was 
slaughtered and the men had another meal. 

yeneral Frye éndeavored to get the men 
to leave on foot last evening, but his fol- 
lowers could not walk, owing to weakness. 
The dispatch further states that the men 
are gentiemanly and that there are min- 
isters, lawyers, merchants and mechanics 
among them. 


BRIDE AND BRIDEGROOM SLAIN, 


Thomas Trainor Kills His Diworced 
Wife and Her New Husband. 
Pensacola, Fla., March 28.—(Special.)—A 
terrible tragedy was enacted in this city 
last night, in which C. L. Huff and bride— 
who had been married but three hours pre- 

vious—lost their lives. 

Mrs. Huff was formerly the wife of a man 
named Gallaher, who died a few years ago. 
Some time after she married Thomas Train- 
or, steamboat captain. Last fall she ob- 
tained a divorce from Trainor and yester- 
day-married Huff. After the divorce Train- 
or continued to visit the home of his former 
wife and kept his clothes there, It is not 
known whether marriage relations were re- 
sumed, but it is thought they were. 

Trainor claims that he went to Huff’s 
house to obtain his clothes and was ordered 
out by Huff, who refused to let him have 
them. He refused to go without the clothes. 
Huff advanced towards him with a knife in 
his hand. Trainor drew his pistol and shot 
him dead. 

He also claims that Mrs. Huff was shot 
accidentally by going between him and 
Huff. Trainor is in jail. 


Fees for Witnesses. 

Washington, March 28.—(Sgecial.)}—In a 
communication sent to the house today At- 
torney General Olney says that of the $200,- 
000 recently appropriated as an urgent de- 
ficiency for fees for witnesses, $31,000 has 
been distributed as follows: Northern dis- 
trict of Georgia, $6,000; southern district of 
Georgia, $2,900; northern district of Ala- 
paima, Slun M'auie aislhict 0; Alabaina, 
$5,000; southern district of Alabama, $3,000, 
wud g,vv woe b.omta.

Rozell Tells of His Engagement to the 
Bine Grass Maiden. 


SAYS SHE WAS APPECTIONATE 


She Was 1n School at the Time of 
Their Affair. 


HAY, THE EXPERT, PUT ON-THE RACK 


The Plaintfff’s Lawyers Worry Him- Miss 
Pollard Gets Madand Starts to Speak 
Outin Court. 


Washington, March 28.—Colonel Breckin- 
ridge will take the stand tomorrow to tes- 
tify in his own behalf against the accusa- 
tions of Madeline Pollard. Several wit- 
nesses for the defense were examined and 
nearly all the remaining depositions were 
read, leaving only a few of thé latter to be 
disposed of. 

When the reading of the depositions is 
concluded, Colonel Breckinridge, his attor- 
neys say, will take the stand and they are 
confident that he will make a good impres- 
sion. 

The testimony introduced by the defense 
today was sensational. Part of it was very 
vulgar, even indecent in the language used 
by deponents. Two men, whose depositions 
were read, deposed that they met Madeline 
Pollard at a house of ill-fame in Lexington 
a year before Colonel Breckinridge became 
acquainted with her, and that she was 
known as “Jim Rodes’s girl.’’ 

Both said that the alleged Miss Pollard 
conducted herself like any woman of the 
town, although they did not use that term 
to express themselves. One of these men is 
a butcher, the other a janitor. 

Sat in His Lap. 

Rankin Rozell, the young man, to whom 
Miss Poilard was engaged while at Wes- 
leyan college during the period of her il- 
licit relations with Colonel Breckinridge, 
and while the contract to marry or pay 
back to old man Rodes the money advanced 
for her education was in existence, was 
placed on the stand and testified that he 
had hela Miss Pollard in his lap for hours 
at a time in the parlor and library of the 
college after they became engaged, and that 
she asked him to take her to Chicago with 
him, and she actually packed her trunk for 
that purpose. 

Altogether it was a very sensational day. 

The trial begun today with more expert 
testimony as to the alleged forged letter. 
Kk. B. Hay was again on the stand, and on 
the defensive of his character as an expert. 
Among others things Hay said today that 
specific comparison of letters was the best 
test. From a report of an almost forgotten 
congressional investigation in which Mr. 
Hay testified as an expert in» handwriting, 
Judge Wilson read the following question 
and answer from the report: 

‘“‘Do you rely more on general character- 
istics than on specific comparisons?” 

Mr. Hay: ‘“‘I do.’’ 

Then Mr. Hay entered into an explana- 
tion tending to reconcile the two diverse 
Statements. 

How the Letter Was Found. 

Mr. Worthington, private secretary of 
Mr. Breckinridge, took the stand and tes- 
tified that he found the letter in a bunch of 
correspondence in the old file case in 
Colonel Breckinridge’s office. The bundle 
was on top of a desk which had been used 
by Colonel Breckinridge. The.pile had the 
appearance of having been on top of the 
desk for a long time. ’ He found no other 
letters purporting to be written by Miss 
Pollard. The search for the letter was 
made during the first of the second week 
in September last, after the breach of 
promise suit had been filed. The search, 
said Mr. Worthington, extended over three 
or four days. 

Judge Wilson cross-examined the witness 
carefully as to his search for the letter, 
and after the witness had stuck to his tes- 
timony, Judge Wilson half asked, half 
asserted: 

“So that in all this search the only thing 
you found in the office bearing Miss Pol- 
lard’s signature was this scrap of writing?” 

“Yes, sir,’ said Mr. Worthington. 

Rozell’s Testimony. 

Rankin R. Rozell was the next witness. 
He is a young man who said in his de- 
position that Miss Pollard wanted him to 


take her to Chicago when they were en- | 


gaged. Miss Pollard admitted the engage- 
ment. Mr. Rozell is a young looking man, 
He sald he was thirty-four years old and 
lived in Nicholasville, Ky. He was super- 
intendent of the schools in his county and 


deputy county clerk, and also held offices | 


in Masonic circles. Mr. Rozell said he re- 
sided in Cincinnati in 1885, and was employed 


as a clerk in a large dry goods house. He 
knew Miss Pollard and became acquainted 


with her in October or November, 1883. 

Miss Pollard came im just at this point 
with her friend, Miss Ellis, and Rozell 
stopped and looked at her in a surprised 
way. Miss Pollard was dressed 
same blue gown and. jacket that she has 
worn on previous days at the trial with 
the exception of a German jager’s hat, 
trimmed with a big feather and black satin 
ribbons. 

“Tl was employed in this dry goods house 
at the time,’ he said, ‘“‘and during one of 
the months named a lady called on me at 
the store and introduced herself as Miss 
Madeline Pollard, saying she had heard 
of me very often. She told me she wanted 
to go to the Wesleyan college, and I went 
there with her.”’ 

“Did she say how she came to know you?’ 
asked Major Shelby. 

‘*Yes, sir; she said she had heard of me 
through her cousin, Miss Nelly Oliver.” 

Mr. Rozell told of going to the college 
with Miss Pollard and how Miss Pollard 
told the principal, Mr. Brown, that Mr. 
Rozell, to whom she had introduced her- 
self that day, was a personal friend of 
hers, and asked that permission be granted 
for him to call on her at the colleye. 


The witness saw Miss Pollard three or) 


four days after that at the college. He 
called there about twice a week on an 
average to see Miss Pollard and most fre- 
quently saw her alone. 

‘Tl at first had a great admiration for the 
young lady,’ said the witness, nervously 
looking at his finger nails, “which devel- 
oped into love, and from love we became

man Rodes to get money from him to se- 

cure her an education, and that was how 

she became a pupil at Wesleyan college. 

During the period of their engagement the 

witness saw Miss Pollard more frequently 

alone at the college than when others were 

present.

added: “She has sat in my lap.” 

Miss Pollard Tries to Speak. 

Miss Pollard rose in her chair and made 
a slight movement toward the witness. She 
appeared as about to speak, but Mr. Car- 
lisle pulled her back in the chair, and 
tozell proceeded. 

‘‘When she sat in your lap were there any 
demonstrations of affection between you?’ 
Major Shelby asked. 

“There naturally were,’ said the witness. 
“I put my arms about her and kissed her.” 

In answer to other questions the witness 
said that Miss Pollard told him if ever 
he met Mr. Rodes at the college to pre- 
tend that there was nothing between them.

The body was placed in the center of the 
main rotunda just under the dome of the 
capitol and was surrounded by a bank of 
gorgeous flowers. 

At one side of the casket was a row of 
potted ferns and flowers, while at the foot 
was a handsome bank of white flowers, 
upon which were the words, “‘True to Every 
Trust.”’ 

Ex-Senator Brown, Mrs. Brown and Miss 
Brown sent a pretty floral tribute, which 
was placed on the top of the casket. 

The top of the coffin was lifted and the 
face of the honored son of Georgia laid un- 
covered to the gaze of those-who loved 
him once and who honor him now. 

Great streams of friends and acquaint-

Men, women.and children assed in through 
the rotunda of the statehouse and looked 
upon the face of Colquitt for the last tame 
on earth. : 

WORDS OF EULOGY 
Pronounced by Gentlemen Who Krew 
the Senator in Life and in Love. 
As the threng passed by the coffin con- 
taining the remains of the dead senator it 
turned to the left and sought the hall of 
the bouse of representatives, where the 

exercises were held. 
Long before the last of the line had viewed 
the face of the dead senator. the hall ‘vas 


| crowded, every seat on the floor being tak- 


en, while the seats in the galleries and 
standing room there and in the aisles be- 

The scene in the hall was a most 1m- 
pressive one and manv recalled the days 
when the senator had been a member of 
the same branch of the house in which his 
body lay and the burning words cf elo- 
quence which had fallen from his lips. 

Just to the left of the speaker’s stand 
were seated the committees from the senate 
and the house of representatives, all wear- 
ing their national badges of mourning,while 
on the right of the speaker’s stand were 
the members of the family. Upon these 
all eyes were turned as they roved over the 
vast concourse of people. Almost in touch 
with the members of the family sat Govyv- 
ernor Northen and the members of his 
staff, and near them was Mayor Goodwin, 
of Atlanta, and the members of the gen- 
eral council and the city hall officials. 

The Rev. Dr. Robins, pastor of tne First 
Methodist church. of which Senator Coli- 
was a member, presided, and 
as he indicated the choir gave the open- 
ing song. It was the “‘Rock of Ages” and 
was one of the song stories to which the 
late senator was partial. It was given in 
a most delightfully impressive style and 
there was not a dry eye in the house 
when the singing ceased. 

Dr. Robins’ read _- scriptural 
from the second Samuel, the first Cor,a- 
thians and “‘:imothy, after which ‘Jesus 
Only” was given, this being a solo and 
the choir following the song with a 
piece of beautiful music. Then it 
was that the opening prayer was offercd 
by Dr. Robins. The prayer was one of the 
most beautiful supplications for the com- 
ing of more good men like the dead sena- 
tor and for the peace and happiness of 
the members of the bereaved family and 
for the nation that has been heard in 
many a day. After asserting that the me- 
morial services were being held in honor 
of one of the most distinguished and best 
beloved citizens and statesmen of Georgia 
he thanked God for “The beautiful Christian 
life, and prayed that the great audience 
might emulate the example of the illus- 
trious dead. Tenderly he prayed for the 
family, the wife and daughiers of Senator 
Colquitt. “God bless the son, and may 
the mantle of His generous, noble father 
fall on him. May he reproduce the beauti- 
ful character of his father.’’ Blessings were 
asked for the church to which Senator 
Colquitt belonged, on the state he loved 
and the country he honored. 

Governor Northen Sperks. 

There was another song by the choir and 
tifen Governor Northen appeared, saying: 

“We stand today at the end cf a great 
and useful life. 

“Men are great not so much because of 
what they do for themselves as because of 
what they do for others. 

“Senator Colquitt was great because he 
was good. Senator Colquitt’s life was_use- 
ful, because it was lived for humanity, 
for his country and for’God. 

‘Siow very solemn is death, how 
still and quiet and silent is the grave! 

‘‘All men must die. Whatever their condi- 
tion, their influence, their position or power 
of their life, you and I and all men must 
die and leave behind either a stainless rec- 
ord for love and peace, or a wicked record 
for strife and for sin. 

“To the pure and beautiful record of love 
and peace left to us by our distinguished 
dead, we have assembled to pay our final 
tribute befcre giving his body to the silence 
of the tomb. 

“To do this it is fitting that the pastor 
of the church of which he was a devoted 
and Godly member, the mayor of the city 
of which he was an honored resident, and 
the representatives of the commonwealth 
whose highest honors he has deservedly 
worn, should testify to his strong Chris- 
tian character, his usefulness as a citizen, 
his splendid devotion to country as a 
patriot, and his distinguished ability as a 

n. 
The: circumstances of the occasion will 
not allow me more than a simple statement 
of the estimate of his character and the 
sentiment with which he was regarded by 
his people. | 

“Visiting a distant state some years ago, 
a prominent officer of the federal army 
sald to me, “Tell me something of the pub- 
lic men of Georgia.’ As I told him of the 
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record of this man, and the reputation of 
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that one, I finally reached the name of our 
distinguished beloved dead. 

“He interrupted me to say that the first 
time he saw Senator Colquitt was upon the 
field of battle in Mexico. ‘I remember him,’ 
he said, ‘distinctly, and can see him now, 
his handsome face, his manly bearing, his 
soldierly devotion to his duty. I have 
watched his long career, have been proud 
of his great reputation, have admired his 
| patriotism and devotion to his state; but I 
| never think of the grand man today without 
|, Tecollecting the handsome face and soldier- 
ly bearing of the gallant young hero in 
the Mexican war.’ 

“I thought of tHe soldierly man as we 
followed his dead body marching silently 
| behind him, and felt that not only we, 
; but the people of the whole state and of 
, the entire south weré stricken with sorrow 
| by the great loss and that the hearts of all 
' his people were filled with sympathy for 
| those who so dearly loved him. 
| “But if I should attempt to speak at 
| length of his character it is not of his sol- 
| dierly bearing and handsome calm face in 

the midst of danger that I would speak. 
| There was something in the life of the man 
that impressed me more. 
| “When I first knew Senator Colquitt there 
' Was no war, it was peace. I knew him at 
'his home. I knew him in his life among 
. his neighbors, and what a splendid example 

his life was to others. 

“Just one instance. When he was first 
' chosen to the high position he held at his 
| death, he invited several neighbors, myself 
| among the number, to his home just before 
' he left for Washington. The evening was 
| pleasantly spent, and when it was closed it 
| was not in hilarious revelry, bat the great 
' man whom we honor today took from the 
' table the word of God and read i £ =*from it 
' appropriate passages, and then said: ‘Let 
' us pray.’ And there in the presence of his 
neighbors, some of whom were already dis- 
tinguished in public life, this man of God 
got down on his knees and invoked the 
blessing of heaven upon his fellowmen and

“Thank God for the beautiful Christian 
life of our beloved dead!’’ 

Chief Justice BRleckley’s Address. 
Crief Justice Bleckley followed Governor 
Northen, saying: 
“When we gaze ac death through cur | 
emotions and relate it in our thougnts to 
survivors and their bereavement, it suggests 
irexorable calamity, irreparable loss, and is | 
always somber and sorrowful. But seen by 
the intellect, in the Gaim light and clear 
a*‘mosphere of reason, reacted in our | 
thoughts to the deparied, it often suggests | 
gain and glory and seems grand and beau- | 
tiful. ‘hus may we lock at it on the pres- 
ent eccasion. For a few moments !et our | 
hearts be still, our eyes be dry; let our re- 
grets be moderated and our sympathies re- | 
Strained. behola death as a beneficence, a 
benediction! There is no felicity greater, no | 
fortune better than to be old enough and | 
good enough to die. This is true end 
for all co aim at—for all to pursue from the 
beginning to the close of life. To be good 
and tc become oid in goodness is the inter- 
est, as well as the duty, of every man [to 
whom the privilege of so doing is accorded. 
Hie who succeeds in this has trué success, 
and needs no other, for in this everything 
wcrthy of permanent estimation is compre- 
hended. Whether his sphere of duty be 
high or low, wide or narrow, easy or dif- 
ficult, he who fits himself to his piace, fills 
it, meets its responsibvilities and discharges 
its obligations, persevering fathfully through 
the spring and summer and autumn of life, 
failing not till winter comes, is ready to 
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die. And his death, viewed in the radiance 
that streams upon it from his finished life, 
is veautiful. 

“Your own minds @ill make the right ap- 
plication of these remarks to the states- 
man, the soldier, the patriot, the cii:zen, 
the neighbor, the friend, wie great Georgian 
whose ashes are now here to honor by their 
solemn presence for a few hours the capi- 
ini of his native state. Win the waning 
of one more moon his years would have 
numbered three score and ten; nor was he 
less mature in goodness than he was in 
age. He, if any man, was qualified to die 
and was cligible 10 that invisible convoca- 
tion, the celestial senate, which no candi- 
date can reach save by passing through the 


valley of .ne shadow o1 death.” 
Mayor Goodwin's IKemarks. 

Representing the city Mayor Goodwin ad- ; 
dressed the large throng and said in sub- 
stance: 

“The name of Colquitt is loved and hon- 
ored throughout Georgia; but it is my pro- 
vince to speak briefly, as representing this 
particular community in which the deceas- 
ed senator spent many and the last years | 
of his life; to represent those who were 
his neighbors and personal friends and who 
admired and honored him and who were 
themselves honored the noble life, ex- 
alted character and public services of the 
distinguished dead. The people of this 
city and county are profoundly. impressed 
with the loss sustained in the death of their |

State is there greater sorrow than among 
tue people of this community in whose 
midst he had gone in and out so long and 
where he was a familiar figure and his 1g.ne | 
a household word. 

‘suring the illness which preceded the 
senator’s death the sympathy of our peo- 
ple was tenderly and lovingly enlisted in his 
behalf, and in his death they mourn the 
loss and extend sincere Sympathy to tnose 
near and dear to him. 

“In this great scrrow of our people we 
turn for compensation to the example and 
legacy of the noble and well spent life of 
this iillustmous Georgian. 

“We know of nothing more touching or 
worthier of admiration than the spectacle | 
of devotion to duty, state and country, il- | 
lustrated by the deceased senator in dying 
in the midst of his public -work with his | 
armor on, after the discharge of his duties |

Senator Colquitt Sleeps in the Last 
Repose of Earth. 

Macon, Ga., March 28.—(Special Staff Cor- 
respondence.)—Under the shadow of a lone 
magnolia, on the banks of the Ocmilgee 
river, all that was mortal of Senator Alfred 
H. Colquitt was laid to rest this after- 
noon in Rose Hill cemetery. 

To one who has never visited this beauti- 
ful city of the dead no commonplace descrip- 
tion can suggest any idea of its charm. 
It is nature’s own necropolis—an ideal rest- 
ing place for the ashes of the dead; and 
along the banks of the river, swept by the 
shade of stately cedars, many of the most 
distinguished men of this state are in- 
terred. 

It was late in the afternoon when the ex- 
ercises were conoluded, and the sun was 
just beginning to slant his arrows across 
the river and to hover, as though in bene- 
diction, upon the closing scenes which were 
there enacted. 

In the quietude of the still zfternoon, un- 
marred by a single cloud in the sky over- 
head, and everything in solemn accord with 
the sad funeral occasion, the remains of 
Senator Colquitt, in the oresence of a vast 
concourse of Georgians, were tenderly com- 
mitted to the soil. 

A more impressive funeral never occurred 
in Georgia 

Leaving the City. 

The funeral train, bearing the remains of 
Senator Colquitt to their final resting place 
in Georgia soil, drew out of the union 
passenger depot at 11 o’clock. 

In the front couch, reposing upon an ele- 
vated platform, and guarded by a detach- 
ment of the Fifth Georgia regiment, were 
placed the ashes of the dead senator. The 
handsome casket was enclosed in a heavy 
wooden case, on the cover of which, in 
snow-wWwhite beauty, rested the vernal em- 
biems of that fairer spring into which the 
soul of Georgia’s senator had forever passed. 

In the rear of the funeral carriage were 
four additional coaches for the wurpnse of

Colquitt as a Man of God.

When he 
rose to speak his handsome face shone 
with supernatural brightness, his lustrous 
eyes were full of tears and his utterance 
was choked with emotion as he said, im- 
pulsively: ‘O how I love that song. Many 
a time my mother has sang me to sleep 
with it when I was a child. And today, if 
I could hear her sing that song it would be 
a greater joy than if I could hear all the 
choirs of heaven.’

“To Break the Solid South.” 

There is but one possible way in which 
the movement of the Home Market Club 
of Boston to break the solid south can 
be successful, and that is by the failure 
of the democratic administration to re- 
deem the pledgegp of the democratic 
platform. 

If the democratic administration lives 
honestly up to the promises on which 
it came into power, redeems every pledge 
of the platform, restores the currency 
to a genuine bimetallic basis, making 
gold and silver the “standard money 
metals of the country,” as pledged, the 
democracy of Alabama, and that of 
every other state of the south, will be 
in a position to defy New England's 
effort at disruption. Unless an honest 
effort is made to redeem the democratic 
pledges it will be worse than folly to 
attempt to conceal the fact that the de-

The subscription list being sent 
through New England by the Home 
Market Club, of Boston, bears the sig- 
nificunt title, “To Break the Solid South,” 
over the prefatory announcement of the 
purpose for ,which subscriptions are 
asked. 

The democracy of Alabama has had on 
more than one occasion to contend 
against New England money, and it 
would have just as little trouble now 
as heretofore in overcoming it, if it 
were not for two things—tfirst, because 
the evident antagonism of the demo- 
cratic administration to some of the 
most important demanas of the demo- 
cratic platform emphasizes and aug- 
ments public discontent; and, second, 
because the money power of, and around 
New England, is endeavoring to divert 
democracy from its sacred and tradi- 
tional obligations, by openly assisting 
those in the ranks who are engaged in 
pulling down the bulwarks of democratic 
defense. 

The course for the democracy of Ala- 
bama to adopt is to stand squarely and 
unequivocally the democratic plat- 
form—tariff, silver and all. This done, 
the party will achieve the most notable 
victory it has won for years. On the 
othzer hand, the repudiation of the plat- 
form by the nomination of any one who 
has refused to defend it, and who openly 
sympathizes and co-operates with the

gle gold standard, will but add fuel to 
the fire of public discontent, and will 
do more, in one day, to defeat the de- 
mocracy in Alabama than all of the 
money in New England could do in a 
year, if the party remains true to its 
pledges. :

Colonel Spriuger’s Mystery. 

According to current reports, Colonel 
Bill Springer, of Illinois, is rattled. Bad- 
ly rattled. And when a politician of 
Colonel Bill Springer’s attainments, in- 
clinations and aspirations is rattled it 
would border on injustice to,-hold him to 
a strict accountability for his perform- 
ances. 

Colonel Springer is a man who is as 
full of surprises as a cage of monkeys, 
and as versatile in his capers. It is nat- 
ural that a man so nimble should make 
perplexing discoveries and unexpected- 
ly meet dark niysteries in the middle of 
the road. According to Colonel Bill’s 
own confession, he is now in the pres- 
ence of one of these mysteries, and, as a 
result he is rattled as never before. Not 
only rattled, but mortified. That is the 
only term that will express his feélings. 
He is mortified. 

And it is all on account of the recom- 
mendation in the democratic platform 
that the 10 per cent tax on state banks 
be repealed. Colonel Springer has heen 
talking on the subject. He has, in fact, 


pbeen saying a good deal, and we cannot 


better open the eyes of democrats in 
this section than by quoting what the 
colonel said. His remarks will show 
why he is rattled and why he has dis- 
covered a mystery. He is quoted as fol- 
lows: 

Our committee ¢banking and currency) 
would have reported adversely on the bill 
to repeal the tax; but the friends of the 
bill did not want it reported adversely. They 
now propose to bring it up for debate in 
the house as soon as the appropriation bills 
and contested election cases are out of the 
way. I have been instructed to report fa- 
vorably on the Brawley bill, exempting 
from the state bank tax the scrip issued 
in the southern states, which served the 
purpose of currency in commercial transac- 
tions during the financial stringency. When 
that bill is reported the advocates of the 
repeal of the state bank tax will move to 
amend it by relieving all state bank cur- 
rency from the tax. In this way they hope 
to secure a yote on the repeal of the tax. 
It will not carry, however. Nearly every 
northern democrat is opposed to it. The 
only demand for the repeal of the bill comes 
from the southern states—Georgia, Louis- 
iana, Aiabama and Texas. I have tried to 
clear up the mystery how that plank got 
into the Chicago platform, but have failed. 
It will ever remain one of the unexplained 
acts of a political convention. 

This is altogether too interesting and 
significant to pass over without com- 
ment. Colonel Springer is so badly rat- 
tled by the mystery he has discovered 
that he makes a complete exhibition of 
the true inwardness of his democracy. 
He turns it wrong side outwards. He 
is opposed to the state bank tax for 
three reasons: First, because nearly 
every northern democrat is against it; 
second, because the only demand for the 
repeal of the tax comes from the south- 
ern states; and, third, because he has 
failed to clear up the mystery of the ap- 
pearance of the plank in the platform. 

All this shows that Colonel Springer 
is one of those stanch democrats who 
make it their business to ratify only 


that portion of the platform that chances | 


to please them. The chuckle head and 


wooden mind are the necessary mental | 


furniture of such a democrat as Colonel 
Springer advertises himself to be. 
He seems to have an idea that the 


| northern democrats who oppose the re- | 


peal of the bank tax are animated by 
a fear that repeal will impose the state 
banking system on all the states, and 
this is evidently Colonel Springer’s idea. 
But there is nothing in it. Because Geor- 
gia seeks the advantages of a state bank 
currency, that is no reason why Illinois 
or New York should adopt such a cur- 
rency. When the tax is repealed the 
whole matter will rest with fhe indi- 
vidual states. The states that want such 
& currency will be free to have it. 
Those that don’t want it will not be 
compelled to have it. 

The real reason of northern and east- 
ern opposition to the repeal of the tax, 
however, is to be found in the fact that 
such a measure would be a death blow 
to the organized money power of Wall 
street. That is the sole secret of oppo- 
sition, for there has not been a sensi- 
ble argument advanced against such a 
measure as the democratic platform de- 
mands. And yet, in many minds claim- 
ing to be democratic the argument that 
the repeal ofthe tax would be against 
the interests of the organized power of 
Wall street will be conclusive. Hence 
the measure will not be reported—will 
not be passed if it is reported~—and will 
be vetoed if it is passed. And so there 
you are with your cold democratic snap, 
warranted to nip policies in the bud and 
drive the sap out of principles. 

But why does Colonel Springer con- 
cern himself with trying to find out how 
the state bank plank got into the plat- 
form. If he is a democrat, it ought to 
be a sufficient illumination of his mind to 
know that the plank is there and that, 
as a congressman, representing the party 
that made the platform, it is his duty to 
support it. He might as well ask how 
the tariff demand and the financial 
pledge got into the platform. Each and 
all got into the platform because the 
democratic convention put them there, 
2nd the convention put them there be- 
cause they. stood for the reforms de- 
manded by the people. 

Surely there ought to. be a hearty de 
sire on the part of such men as Colonel 
Springer to carry out at least one demo- 
cratic demand now that the party is in 
power. The people have heard the tariff 
pledge denounced. by pretended demo- 
crats as a “glittering generality,” and 
they have seen taking shape as the re- 
sult of that pledge, a tariff monstrosity 
ereating a deficiency in the treasury in- 
stead of producing revenue, and bolster- 
ing up the protection idea instead of 
Wiping it out. They have seen the finan- 
cial policy of the platform collapse, and 
now they are told that the repeal of the 
state bank tax is an obnoxious affair. 

If Colonel Springer is at leisure when 
these lines reach him will he kindly tell 
us Where the people come in, and what 
they are to expect? Will he kindly in- 
form us why the whole platform cannot 
be carried out, if for no other reason 
than to satisfy the people that the lead- 
ers they have trusted are not anxious to 
betray them?

‘Strictly to the Point. 

Nashville, Tenn., March 24.--Editor 
Constitution: The “international agree- 
ment’’ makeshift by which the gold 
basis organs hope to head off a return to 
the double standard is merely an agree- 
ment between Lombard street and Wall 
street and about as pretentious as the dic- 
tum of the three tailors of Tooley street. 
As The Constitution has said, the interna- 
tional agreement feature is of no more 
importance than that which looks to the 
settlement of the question by “legislative 
Safeguards.’ An “international agreement’ 
as to the double or single standard is about 
as practicable as would be an international 
money. Nothing can be money in any 
correct and scientific sense except some- 
thing which is the legal solvent of debts, 
and the phrase “international money” in- 
volves, therefore, an absurdity on the face 
of it. 

There was no “international agreement” 
when the writers of our American con- 
stitution established the double standard 
of gold and silver by the restriction imposed 
upon. the states that they shall not ‘‘make 
anything but gold and silver coin a tender 
in payment of debts.’’ The battle of the 
standards in the form in which it is now 
waged grew out of the California and 
Australia gold discoveries, when several 
governments in continental Europe, without 
‘international agreement,” demonetized 
gold. It had never before been heard of in 
monetary discussions. The discussion of the 
question of a single metailic standard in 
this country was not even commenced until 
1876, and then as a preliminary to a re- 
sumption of gold specie payments, silver 
having been furtively demonetized in 1873. 

The principal and interest of United 
States bonds were not made payable in 
gold only when issued, but were made so 
as a consequence of the acts of 1873-4, 
neither of which acts forms any part of 
the contract with Wall street and Lombard 
street holders of United States bonds, and 
which can be repealed at any time at the 
pleasure of congress. 

The wise poucy of the United States 
would seem to be independent of “‘interna- 
tional agreement,”’ to enhance the purchas- 
ing power of silver, which is the principal 
instrument wherewith it acquires the pro- 
ducts of the east and to cheapen gold, in 
which its large foreign debt must be paid,

THE CROSS-ROAD POSTMASTER. 


He Is Used by Schemers to Swindle the 
Unsophisticated. 
Special Correspondence of The Globe-Dem- 
ocrat. : 

Washington, March 23.—rhe mistakes of 
country postmasters give endless trouble 
and anxiety to the postoffice department 
at Washington. For example, there is the 
business of giving information to swindlers. 
Dishonest persons write to postmasters all 
over the unicn offering gold watches or 
valuable books in exchange for lists of 
the names of people who get mail at their 
postoffices. In this way they get hold of 
innumerable “alive addresses” among which 
to distribute their fraudulent advertise- 
ments. The government of late has been 
trying hard to put a stop to this scheme. 
The rural postmaster furnishes the list 
required of him, and waits hopefully for 
his watch. It is hardly necessary fO Say 
that he never receives it. Meanwhile, 
complaints of the sharper have reached the 
postoffice department. He is doing business, 
maybe from Jersey City. The postmaster 
there is instructed to hold his mail, uniess 
he will identify himself. This frightens 
him and he fails to comply. His letters go 
to the dead letter office at Washington, 
where they are opened. The postmaster’s 
list of names being found in ome of the 
envelopes, a sharp note is sent to him 
asking what excuse hé has for yiolating 
the regulations, which positively forbids the 
giving of such infofmation. Nevertheless, 
in the perpetual struggle that is main- 
tained between the postoffice department 
and swindlers, who conduct their enter- 
prises through the mails, the latter have 
steadily the best of it. Now and then one 
of them is caught and punished, but such 
atti occasional episode does not seriously 
interfere with this species of criminal ac- 
tivity. Many complaints have come in re- 
cently to the effect that postmasters are 
seliing lists of names, and that respectable 
persons in various parts of the country 
are receiving objectionable medical pam- 
phlets and fraudulent literature in quanti-. 
ties. These petty government Officials, in 
fact, too often serve innocently as interme- 
diaries between swindlers and the people. 
They are utilized as catspaws for working 
all manner of “fakes’’ and “skin games’ 
at the expense of a confiding public. 

The Foreign Estate Claim. 


At one of the most remarkable of such 
frauds an effective blow has been dealt by 
the arrest and conviction, a few weeks ago, 
of a man whose ingenius tricks have puz- 
zled the police here and abroad for a num- 
ber of years past. This was the individual 
who, under the name of William Lord 
Moore, conducted a so-called “claim agen- 
cy’’ in London, advertising to procure in 
England legacies and estates amounting 
to many millions of dollars for persons in 
this country alleged to be entitled to them. 
Of course, the said estates and legacies 
were wholly mythical. The method adopt- 
ed was to send to country postmasters all 
over the United States circulars which they 
were requested to tack up in conspicuous 
places. The documents thus distributed 
gave notice that large sums were due to 
persons who were believed to reside in that 
vicinity, wherever it might be. Naturally, 
the number of answers sent in response to 
these circulars was enormous. Persons who 
applied in the hope that they might be en- 
titled to the fortunes referred to were in- 
formed that they were happily not mistak- 
en, But before their claims could be acted 
upon they were required to send $25 to 
“William Lord Moore, in London, for pre- 
liminary expenses. The money being for- 
warded, nothing more was heard of it. Un- 
doubtedly the sharper gained an immense 
sum in this way. He gave no end of worry 
to the postoffice department, which was 
helpless because the circulars and letters 
were mailed in England. The British au- 
thorities being asked for help, became great- 
ly interested in the case, but the Scotland 
Yard detectives tried for years in vain to 
hunt William Lord Moore to his hole. Er- 
forts equally fruitless were made to corner 
a person called Leger, who acted as Mvore’s 
agent in New York. Finally Moore was 
run down in London, and, England being 
too hot to hold him, he skipped away to the 
United States. He was captured in Chica- 
go, but escaped from the marshal who had 
him in charge. 

The Howard Sequel, 


Before finishing the story it is necessary 
to go back about twenty years and review 
the romantic career of a person known as 
the Rev. George Frederick Burgoyne How- 
ard. He was a Frenchman, the son of a 
policeman. For a while he was in the royal 
navy, and afterward he served:in the Unit- 
ed States navy, from which he deserted, 
lie taught a negro school in South Carolina 
and during the epoch of the carpet bag he 
was a trial justice in that state. To es- 
cape prosecution for malfeasance in office 
he fled, eloping with the wife of a railway 
man. Later on he deserted her, went to 
Georgia and became a _ Baptist preacher. 
The Rev. GQ. W. F. Howard had 
a large red beard, hair of the 
same color, and a most plausible 
address. He possessed no morals worth 
mentioning, but his cheek is described as 
amazing. After awhile he turned up at 
Jackson, Tenn., as pastor of a church. 
Scandals caused by his doings split the 
congregation in two, one part standing b 
the preacher and starting a new chure 
under his ministration. He left that town 
aud went to New York, where he set up 
a ‘claim agency” under the name of Leger. 
The business was of a kind that could be 
conducted more safely and advanta eously 
from abroad, and so he transferret it to 
London, where he called himself by various 
aliases, while known to correspondents from 
this side of the water as ‘illiam Lord 
Moore. How he was finally caught has 
been already told. After escaping from the 
marshal he went back to Jackson, Tenn., 
and gave himself up, thinking to bluff it 
out. tHe was again the Baptist preacher, 
and knew se of William Lord Moore 
or his business. It was all a case of mis- 
taken identity. Unfortunately for him, 
the government was determined to spare 
neither pains nor expense in procuring his 
conviction. Witnesses were brought from 
abroad to swear that he was William Lord 
Moore and none other. Ex-Minister Lin- 
coin and ex-Consul General New, who had 
seen the man in England, went to Jackson 
for the purpose of giving their testimony. 
The defense of the prisoner, conducted by 
himself, was a masterpiece of ingenious 
effrontery. Nevertheless, he was sentenced 
to nine years in the penitentiary.

Other people organize tor 
co-operation and mutual benefit and there 
is every reason why police chiefs and mar- 
shals should do 80. 

“There is one thought in connection with 
police work that I desire to urge with par- 
ticular emphasis and it is this, that police 
work can and should be conducted on a 
higher plane than the mere apprehension 
of criminals. Of course, one of your first 
duties is to capture criminals, but what lI 
mean is that so far as the rules of discip- 
line will allow, that the police departments 
should exert a great moral Iniluecite, a 
great moral force in the prevention of 
crime. i think it extremely imporjant that 
you use ali the Kindly agencies ii your 
power tor the reformation and restoration 
of the man who is capable of being eayved. 
i believe that to him who is in police ser- 
vice the prevention of crime ana ihe ies- 
sening of the forces of crime should be as 
much an aim as the apprehension of criml- 
liais. 

“put lam talking to men who know from 
practical experience that what l am saying 
ig true. I am here solely to express the 
pleasure 1 feel in your organization. 1 know 
you're in good hands wihead you afte in the 
hands of the Atlanta police. i hope we will 
all live to see the good resuiis of your 


meeCng here today.’ 

Chier D. Cran Oliver, the gray-bearded 
officer from Athens, who is strikingly like 
Governor Northen, was elected temporary 
chairman On motion of Chief Connolly. He 
made a neat gpeech in recognition of the 
honor. He concurred in the views of Mayor 
Goodwin in reference to the use ol moral 
force in police work and expressed the 
prophecy that the union would result in 
great practicai benefit to the police depart- 
Ineits. 

Chiez J. B. Lamar, 
made temporary secretary and later his 
election was made permanent. Chairman 
Oliver called on Chief Connouy to explain 
the purposes of the conventi i, whien the 
latter did in the following speeca. 

“Gentlemen of the Convention—We are 
assembied together today tur tne purpose 
of organizing a union of tne chiets of police 
and marshais of tne cities and towns of 
Georgia. anhe objects of such an organiza- 
tion are Many and benencial. Covu-Operation, 
better and improved metnody of apprenenda- 
ing criminals anda cioser acqualltanceship 
are arnong the cmefs benents of such a 
union. Tne protection of citizens, the pre- 
vention of crime, and tue apprehension ot 
criminals are our common duties. and 1 
believe that we can do this more effectively 
with the aid of an organizatioc of this 
kind. ; 

‘‘“as most of you know, a nationa! union, 
of which I have the honor to be one of the 
vice presidents, was organized in Chicago 
lasc May. It was demonstrated there that 
immense good lies in such a union. The 
chiefs presen: upon that occasion felt great- 
ly encouraged and the establishment of 
state unions was urged. The chiefs of po- 
lice and marshals of Georgia should not 
be behind hand in this matter, and I do not 
believe they will be. We can meet together 
and devise better methods for operating 
agaitst criminals, discuss the latest sys- 
tems of identifying and overtaking crimi- 
nals, and in every way show that progres- 
sive spirit that we see in other callings. I 
feel confident that we will have the support 
of every good citizen in this work. We are 
immediately responsibie to them for our 
official acts, and 1 am sure that they will 
be quick to recognize that our union has 
its greatest aim in betger police service for 
them. 

“Other states are organizing similar 
unions, and it is but a question of very 
short time’ until a dozen or more states 
will have their police unions. These union: 
will co-operate with the national union, 
which -bolds its first annual meeting in St. 
Lou/s, Mo., May 8, 1894. Several hundred 
cniers of police of the United States, 
Canada and Mexico are expected to be pres- 
ent, and I hope to see Georgia well repre® 
sented bv a strong delegation.” 

After Chief Connoliy’s speech was finished, 
pernnanent organization was entered into. 
Chief Connzily was neminated for president 
of the state union by Chi2f Lewis Beach, of 
Brunswick. Chief Connolly was elected 
amid applause, together with the following 
officers; Vice president, I.ewis Beach, of 
Brunswick; secretary, J. B. Lamar, Ameri- 
cvs; treasurer, D. Cran Oliver, Athens. 

Chief Connolly presented the following 
resolution as the declaration of purposes 
of the union; it was adopted and the names 
following it were enrolled as members of 
the state organization: 

“Mutual aid and sympathy are considered 
important factors in the successful pursuit 
of business, social and fraternal organiza- 
tions, and in no case is this more clearly 
{illustrated than in the discipline and man- 
agement of police. Prompted by a desire to 
further the interests of the different police 
departments, it. is considered desirable that 
there should be a union of the heads of po- 
lice organizations throughout the state of 
Georgia in order that they may meet on 
stated occasions to advance social and fra- 
ternal intercourse, Interchange views re- 
garding the best methods of preventing 
crime, discuss crime and criminals, police 
discipline and kindred subjects, and such 
other matters as the interest of their occu- 
pation would make it proper for them to 
take acticn upon as an organized union. 

“Tt shall be the duty of this union to aid 
and assist its members in the discharge of 
their duties, give counsel and advice on all 
important questions, and assist each other 
in all matters relating to the welfare of the 
union, or individuals thereof.” < 

With the view of carrying out the forego- 
ing principles, we, the undersigned, com- 
manding officers of police departments in 
the state of Georgia hereunto affix our

TWO SENATORS 


Talk About President Cleveland and 


the Seigniorage. 
BATE BELIEVES HE WILL SIGN THE BILL 


While Butler Believes He Will Not—They 
Both Demand That Allthe Plat orm 
Pledges Should Be Kept. 


On the journey down to Macon yesterday 


' morning Senator Bate, the governor-senator 


of Tennessee, was discussing with a number 
of his fellow congressmen the possibilty 
of the president’s signing the seigniorage 
bill. Senator Bate is a man of pronounced 
convictions and he is one who, having the 
courage to do so, never fails to give em- 
phatic utterance to them when the need 
arises: 

“T know,” said he, “‘that I am alone in my 
but I have never’ once doubted 
that Mr. Cleveland would sign the seignior- 
age bill. You can’t get any of you south- 
erners to believe that he will sign it, how- 
ever, for they cannot be persuaded that 
there is go much good fortune in store for 
them. I am sure that the president fully 
appreciates the fact that seven-eighths of 
the votes of democracy were in favor of 
the passage of the Blard bill. He fully 
recognizes, it seems to me, the immense 
good that will accrue to the south if the 
bill is signed and made a law, and he has 
not been persuaded yet by the goldolators 


of New York and New [England that the 


industries of the country will suffer if the 
bill is not vetoed. 

“Mr. Cleveland is all right so far as the 
first section of the bill is concerned. It is 
the second section over which he is having 
so much trouble. He says that this section 
is vague and uncertain. He says it may 
mean $55,000,000 of $110,000,000. But he is 
between two fires. The bankers of the 
morth and the east are pulling at him in 
such a fashion that he doesn’t know what 
to do. Between the gold men on one side 
and the extreme silver people on the 
other Mr. Cleveland is placed in a very 
ticklish position, but I believe that we 
will hear tomorrow that he has signed the 
seigniorage bill.” 

Senator Bate was ‘fn doubt, hawever, as to 
the real importance of the passage of the 
seigniorage bill after all. “It will give two 
or three million a year for a few years,” 
said he, “but that is all.” 

“But there is a far more important matter 
than the-~seigniorage bill,”” continued the 
senator from Tennessee. ‘“‘The men who 
represent the democratic party are plainly 
and unequivocally directed to hold to the 
use of both zold and silverasthe standard 
money of the country, and the platform on 
which they were elected calls for the coin- 
age both of gold and silver at the mints 
without discriminetion against either metal. 
This is the important matter. This is the 
real issue. The signing of the seigniorage 
bill is all well and good as far as it goes, 
but you know it does not go far. It is 
far better that the seigniorage bill should 
be vetoed a thousand times than to fail 
to carry out the plain and simple demands 
of the platform, which the people are so 
anxious to have carried out. 

‘Well, tomorrow will settle the matter.’’ 
concluded the senator from Tennessee. “Mr. 
Cleveland will not have longer than Fri- 
day to rerder his decision. and he is tak- 
ing the last moment to decide.” 

Senator Rutter Tnlks. 

“What is the president going to do with 
the seigniorage bill?’ was asked General 
M. C. Butler, Fenator from the Palmetto 
State, yesterday, on the trip down to Ma- 
con. 

‘“That’s a sphinx-like question for me,” the 
senator laughed. ‘4t’s a little hard to 
tell what he is going to do. If you should 
atk what General Butler wants the presi- 
dent to do, however, he would say, ‘Sign 
the bill without a moment’s further de- 
lay.’ ‘ 

“I have never doubted, however much I 
have hoped otherwise,”’ continued General 
Butler, “that Mr. Cleveland would veto 
the Bland bill. And when he does put his 
signature to the bill, you may put it down 
that silver will be utterly repudiated for 
the next three years to come as a money 
measure equivalent to gold. 

‘“There’s another effect that a veto will 
have upon the political situation, and that 
is that the lines of demarcation between 
what is known as the ‘administration’ and 
the ‘anti-administration’ parties will be 
drawn close and tight. There is row really 


no ‘administration’ and no ‘anti-administra-. 


tion;’ but, if the bill is vetoed, you will 
have such parties. They will simply be 
the two wings of the democratic party. 

“If the president vetoes the Bland Dill, 
the country will be shocked; but, more than 
this, I suspect that there will be certain 
recommendations, if the bill is vetoed, 
which will not only shock but startle the 
entire country. Silver will be wholly elim- 
inated from the coming can:paigns as an 
issue, and gold will rule the roost. Democ- 
racy will indeed be in a sorrowful plight, 
if the Bland bill is vetoed. 

**Yes,”’ concluded the general, ‘““‘Thursday 
will probably decide the matter one way 
or another. And the people will then have 
the satisfaction of knowing that it has been 
definitely settled, whether it is vetoed or 
approved.”’

Atlanta, Ga., March 28.—Editor Constitu- 
tion: I was glad to notice in yesterday 
morning’s issue of your paper a communi- 
cation from “One Who Suffers,’ on Peach- 
tree street, relative to that useless and 
pernicious custom of sprinkling the asphalt 
during the morning and afternoon, and 
thereby rendering the pavement slippery 
and uncertain for horses’ feet. 

If property owners did but know it, the 
asphalt pavement could be kept entirely 
free from dust _by a little sweep- 
ing during the day, and once flushing it 
after dark, by turning on the city hydrants.

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Perpetual Thander and Lightning. 


The phenomenon known as lightning, fol- 
lowed by a rolling, reverberating report, 
recognized as thunder, is common to a 
wide zone of the earth, but it is not gen- 
erally known that there are localities 
where the vivid flashes and the aeafening 
peals are incessant. The most notable of 
these continuous lightning districts is on 
tne eastern coast of the island of San 
Domingo, a leading member of the group 
of the West Indies. it is not meant that 
the lightning is here continuous the year 
round, but that, with the commencement of 
the rainy season, comes this zig-zag fea- 
ture of electric illuminations, which is then 
continuous day and night for weeks. The

Augusta, Ga., March 28.—(Spccial.)—The 
railroad employes in Augusta are going to 
unite end organize an association called 
the “Raiiroad Employes’ Protective Asso- 
ciation.”’ The object of the association will 
be to work for the interests of the corpo- 
* gations that employ its members. It is a 
> - political organ ization in one respect, for 
; the members have organized to fight for 
the railroads and they will only favo* men 
in houses of legislation who will legislats 
for the railroads. 

They want to have a voice in matters af- 
fecting railroads and they want restric- 
tions upon the railroad commission and 
complain that the roads cannot live under 
the present ineasures cf that body. They 
belong to no party and will support any 
man who favors the purposes for which 
the organication is beins gotten up, irre- 
spective of his politics Branches of this 
organization will be establishei in all cities 
and iowns throughout the state. 

Recorder Plerce's Suit. 

The sult of ex-Recorder Pierce against 
the city for $110 salary has been instiiuteu 
in the courts. Last December Mayor Alex- 
ander suspended Recorder Pierce and later 
the city council sustained the mayor’s ac- 
tion and dismissed the judge from office 
and elected Mr. W. H. Barrect, Jr., in his 
place.

Pierce claims that his discharge was 
irregular. He holds

the government must remain separate and 
Gistinct from one another.

H. Neibling’s covrt and the judge decided in 
favor of Mr. Pierce, who is representec by 
Judge W. W. Montgomery.Acting City A:- 
torney W. T. Davidson gave notice o: an 
appeal to a higher court. The city ciaims 
the mayor had the right to suspead Mr. 
Pierce and the council to dismiss hir.

(‘obb says, Was proven by a case in At- 
lanta the other day when an officer ar- 
rested a Chinaman who was supposed to 
have come from his native country since 
the Geary law has beén in effect. Tae 
Chinaman had his certificate in his pocket, 
which was his own prov: of identity and 
he was promptiy released. 

Mo. Cobb considers that the Chinese are 
the shrewdest peopie on the face of the 
earth and that all are ambitious to learn 
to read, write and speak the English lang- 
uage and that they are getting their educa- 
tion by attending church and Sunday 
school. He says the Chinamen don’t lose 
aday to go .o church and only attend on 
Sundays, whew they are prohibited by the 
law from working, and that as soon its 
they learn to reac and wri‘e they are sat- 
isfied and quit attendiig church whether 
they are Christianized or not. Mr. Cobh

country. About two weeks ago Bonilla or- 
dered the Nicaraguan soldiers to go to their 
country, as the revolution was at an end; 
but they did not seem anxious to do #0. 
This is probably the cause of the trouble 
&nd the natives and foreigners there are 
very much opposed to General Bonilla, as 
they claim he is unjust and overtaxes the 
people. 

When the vessel arrived a Southern <As- 
sociated Press representative went aboard 
and conversed with the passengers, who 
did not seem disposed to talk. 

Mr. J. W. Harvey, an Ameérican, who has 
been in Honduras for the past few years, 
was aboard. He knows every foot of the 
country and was, up to the time of his de- 
Parture, connected with the railroad of ex- 
President Vasqucz, which runs from Tegu- 
ciga.pa to San Pedro. Mr. Harvey, in 
Speaking, sdid that he ‘was forced to leave 
the country because he volunteered to 
transport President Vasquez and Major 3. 
A. Burke from Tegucigalpa, just after the 
termination of the revolution. Mr. Harvey 
said about fifteen or sixteen days ago Pres- 
ident Vasquez anit Major Burke were anx- 
ious to leave Tegucigalpa, for they feared 
that they would be executed. Their only 
uep!s was the train. When it was time for 
them te start, Mr. Harvey, who was the 
conductor of the train, learned that the 
engineer, who was favorable to Bonilla, re- 
fused to make the trip. It was impossible 
to get an engineer and Mr. Harvey, to save 
the two men from almost certain death, 
decided to run the train to its destination. 
He made the trip and landed Messrs. Burke 
and Vasquez safe at San Pedro. I‘rom 
there President Vasquez and Major Burke 
hurried to Puerto Cortez and _ procured 
mules and eventually reached San Salvador. 

Mr. Harvey took a sailboat and went to 
Guatemala, thence to Belize, where he in- 
tended to sail for Vera Cruz, 
to come to the states. He says Burke is 
in bad health. From what he understands, 
he believes that Major Burk» will remain 
in San Salvador fer some time and will in 
about six months return to Honduras. 

Bonilla has ordered the execution of a 
mumber of soldiers of Vasquez’s since the 
end of the troub!>. Already there have been 
a dozen or twenty men shot by the orders 
of Bonilla. There is no court martial and 
when a batch of prisoners are landed 
safely, the captocs inform the president, and 
if he is engaged in conversation with a 
friend he will excuse himself for a moment 
and oOrdsr their execution. Vasquez may 
return in 2 few months and try to regain his 
office. Ha will find a number of friends 
who will aid him in his fight. There will 
probably be an electiun for governmen: of- 
ficers in a sh»rt time, which will. no doubt, 
incite another revolution much quicker than 
the intended return of Vasquez and Burke.

The Constitution's corresponceat learns 
that Mr. H. W. Reed, president of tha 
brifiswick National bank, is at the head 
of the movement: to organiz2 the new bank, 
and will be a larg®s stockholder. Mrs. Alex- 
ander Mitchell, of Jacksonviiie, Fila., who 
is a large stockholder in the Brunswick 
National bank, will also be largely inter- 
ested in the Waycross bank. A. M. Knigh*t 
is taking an active interest in the organi- 
zation of the bank, and is of the opinion 
that the bank is a certainty.

It is claimed that the gaugers have 
sworn to certificates stating that the bar- 
rels held from one and a half to three 
gallons more turpentine than was contained 
in thém by actual liquid measurement. If 
no satisfactory answer is received the mat- 
ter will be pressed in the state courts and 
suit will also be brought against the bar- 
rel makers whose goods were used for con- 
spiracy or combination, in making barrels 
which gauged | more than they actually held.

FROM SEED TO YARN. 


An Alabama Firm Plants and Manufact. 
ures Cotton on a Large Scale. 


LEWIS BROTHERS GO ALL THE GAITS 


They Have 5,000 Acres Under Culture, 
Run Their Own Seed Mills and Have 
Built a Yarn Miil. 


Anniston, Ala., March 28.—(Special.)—Neah 
Sycamore, Talladega county, the Lewis 
Bros. have an enterprise that promises 
to be a big success and to inaugurate a 
new era of agricultural development in the 
south. They have 5,000 acres of land all 
beautifully terraced and not a negro on it. 
They have eighty-four people employed, 
every one white, and they are farming on 
a scale that is bound to succeed. They 
have a cotton seed oil mill on their farm, 
and extract the oil from their own seed. 
They use the hulls for fattening and win- 
cattle and return the meal 
to the soil, thereby enriching the land. 

They are just about completing a 5,300 
spindle yarn mill and will convert every 
pound of cotton they raise into yarns. By 
this means they save the expense of pack- 
ing and marketing cotton and get all the 
profit of the middle men. They save the 
enormous freights on cotton to the mills 
of New England and have a market for 
their yarns in the mills all around them. 
The coal to run their machinery is laid 
down to them at $1.50 a ton and there is 
hardly any doubt that their yarn mill built 
at a cost of $113,000, will make money from

The State Brings Suit. 

Nashville, Tenn., Mareh 28.—(Special.— 
The state of Tennessee has filed a Dill 
against effl-Governor John FP. Buchanan, 
ex-Treasurer M. F. House and ex-Comptrol- 
ler J. Allen and their bondsmen to recover 
interest alleged to have been paid beyond 
the legal limit. The funding board which 
was composed of these three officers, was 
authorized to borrow $250,000 at not exceed- 
ing 6 per cent interest. The money was bor- 
rowed from the National Bank of Commerce 
of New York. lt is charged that the sum of 
$3,349 was illegally paid and for this amount, 
with interest, the state asks judgment. 


Death of Charles Sinkler. 

Charleston, S. C., March 27.—Mr. Charles 
Sinkler died at his plantation, Belvidere, 
the site of the battlefield of Eutaw 
Springs, in Berkely county, this 
state, yesterday. He was ai passed 
midshipman, United States navy, and was 
sailing master of the brig, Perry, which 
foundered on Somebo reef, Florida, in 
1846. He resigned in 1847. He was one of 
the last of the old school of South Carolina 
planters, and had a high reputation and was 
well to do. He leaves two sons and three 
daughters, including Mrs. Charles Brinton 
Coxe and Dr. Wharton Sinkler, of Philadel- 
phia. 


Tale of the Sea.

“I was nearly scared out of my senses 
once,’’ remarked an officer of the United 
States navy whose name is a synonym for 
ail that is courageous on land and sea. 

‘“‘The very idea,’’ protested the young and 
pretty listener who knew his record and 
loved him for the dangers he had passed. 

“It is true just the same,”’ he went on. 
“Il was scared, badly scared, and I don’t 
hesitate to acknowledge it.’’ 

There was an immediate demand from the 
sompany for the story, and the accommo- 
dating officer proceeded with it. 

“It happened on the old ship Powhatan,” 
he said, ‘‘several years ago, and we were 
anchored off a West India port. It wag in 
the summer time and hot, and yellow jack 
was getting in his work wherever he could. 
We had a case on the ship, and were not 
allowed to go ashore, except under sur- 
veillance of the land authorities. One day 
a young sailor, a general favorite with 
officers and crew, fell from a mast and 
booke his neck. He was dead when we 
picked him up, and we at once prepared 
the body for burial, the ship’s carpenter 
making a wooden coffin, which he nailed 
together, as there were no screws suitable 
in his kit. We had expected to take the 
body ashore, but the authorities refused 
permission, and we were forced to a sea 
burial, and had placed a couple of 
shots inside the coffin at the foot to sink it. 
The body lay in state on deck that night, 
and the next day all hands were called to 
attend the funeral. The officers and crew 
were standing about the coffin and the cap- 
tain vegan reading the burial service, very 
solemnly and with much feeling, for all of 
us felt the loss of the young fellow keenly. 
He read along ‘quietly until it was about 
half through, when all at once there came 
a fearful rasping, screeching sound from 
the coffin and the lid began to rise. Well, 
it is beyond the capacity of language to 
express just what we all thought at that 
moment. The superstitious sailors fled in 
dismay, the captain’s face blanched, the 
other officers stood irresolute, and I grabbed 
the wheel and held on to it with all my 
strength to keep from running clean away. 
Scared? Why, my dear young lady,” and 
the officer smiled at the pretty girl, “I was 
so scared I didn’t know where I was. But 
it wasn’t for long, for our senses came 
back in a minute, and we began to recog- 
nize that the swelling of the decomposed 
body had forced the naiis out and it was 
their giving away that had made the fear- 
ful noise. In a few minutes the sailors were 
recalled, the coffin was nailed up again and 
lashed with ropes and the last sad rites 
were finished without further incident.” 

“The young woman shivered at the un- 
canny story and the remainder of the 
company felt the same creepy feeling down 
the back. 

“That is to say,” continued the officer, 
‘there was no further incident on deck. It 
was my duty to go with a boat’s crew some 
distance from the ship and sink the body 
in the sea, and I can tell you now I did 
not relish the job at all. I had had enough 
to last me to the end of my service, but 

wishes were not consulted in 

matter. It was duty, and that 
must be done whether one likes it or 
not. By this time tne sun had set, the sea 
was quite rough and the men to go with 
me were badly rattled, all of which didn’t 
make any difference as far as the work 
to be done was concerned, and I started 
away with my disagreeable burden. At a 
suitable distance I stopped the boat, com- 
mitted the body to the deep and with a 
feeling of the most intense relief ordered 
the crew to ‘give way’ to return to the 
ship. I sat in the stern of the boat facing 
the crew, and they had not taken a dozen 
strokes until I noticed something was 
wrong. Their faces began to take on the 
color of ashes, and in a minute the bow 
oarsman stopped. ‘It’s after us, sir,’ he 
said in a tone that made all my blceod go 
clean down to the soles of my feet, and [ 
hardly dared look over my shoulder to see 
what ‘it’ was; but that was no time to 
show fear, and I cast a quick glance back- 
ward. That was enough. Right on our 
heels, apparently, and end on, jumping out 
of the water in weird, fantastic leaps, came 
the coffin in our wake. en it was, in my 
nervousness, I wanted to scream, or faint, 
or do something, and for an instant it 
would have been a positive relief to me to 
have doné all three in rapid succession, 
and wound it up by plunging into the sea. 
but the eyes of the men were on me, and 
they were worse scared than I was, and I 
couldn’t do that. To put back was all there 
was to do, and at the command the boat 
went back, but I can assure you none of us 
wanted to go back with it. However, ne- 
cessity compelled it, and in a few strokes 
we were alongside that coffin and had made 
it fast with a rope. Then we discovered 
that the air in it poppers it, the shot 
at the foot keeping it almost perpendicular 
in the sea, and the dancing waves did the 
rest. In a minute we had knocked one end 
of it in; a minute later it had sunk out 
of sight with a smothered gurgle, and my 
scare was over, but the effects of it re. 
mained for weeks, and even yet I can make 
mvseif uncomfortable thinking about it.”
